A c c o r ding to statistics just issued 
fro m the census o ffice it appears that 
there are 6,263 Indians in Minneso ta; 
2,931 males and 3,332 females, an ap­ 
parent decrease o f 310 since 1889. 
At White Earth agency there are 981 
males and 1,134 females; Leech Lake 
reservatio n, 742 males and 762 fe­ 
males; Red Lake reservatio n, 526 
males and 503 females; Mille Lacs 
Chippewas, 383 males and 503 fe­ 
males; White Oak po int, Chippewas, 
299 males, 1339 females.

Hawks and Trains, 
The pro mptness with which birds 
take advantage o f the vario us ap­ 
pliances o f the mo dern civilizatio n 
to a stro ng argument in favo r o f ths 
do ctrine th at animal intelligence is 
no t different fro m Usman intelligence 
In kind, but cuif m degree. 
Acco rding to o ne o f o ur exchanges, 
an engine-driver o n a Sco tch rail­ 
way has no ticed th at hawks o f the 
merlin, o r “sto ne falco n,” species 
make regular use o f the passing 
o f trains, 
They fly clo se behind the train ,' 
near the gro und, partly hidden by 
the smo ke. 
As the cars thunder 
alo ng thro ugh the fields and mead­ 
o ws, small birds fly up in clo uds, and 
while they are bewildered and pre- ! 
o ccupied, the merlin dashes amo ng 
them o ut o f the smo ke, and easily j 
secures its prey. 
Sho uld it be unsuccessful, it re­ 
turns to the wake o f the train, and 
aw aits the startling o t ano ther bevy. 
The engineer affirms th at the hawk 
has no difficulty in keeping up with 
the swiftest express trains. 


Australian Turkey. 
The scrub turkey o f 
Australia 
seems to differ almo st as widely 
fro m the bird o f the po ultry yard as 
do the Cape Co d and sage brush 
varieties. So me o f its strange bab­ 
bits are described by the autho r o f 
“ My Wife and I in 
Queensland.” 
Its habitat is in the thickest scrubs, 
where it is hard to get at. In ap­ 
pearance it much resembles the En­ 
glish ben-turkey, tho ugh co nsider­ 
ably smaller. 
The mo st 
extrao rdinary thing 
abo ut these birds is their nest, which 
is a circular mo und o f earth fro m 
three to fo ur feet in height, and ten 
o r fifteen feet in diameter. 
This 
must be the headquarters o f a who le 
co lo ny, fo r, large as it seems, the 
the mo und is a t certain seaso n's lull 
o f eggs. These are o f an eno rmo us 
size co mpared with that o f the bird. 
They are co vered carefully with sand, 
and hatched, us I suppo se, by heat; al­ 
tho ugh in the dense scrubs o f No rth­ 
ern Queensland, where I have fo und 
the nests, no t o ne ray o f sun co uld 
penetrate to them. 
“Ho wever hatched, it is impo ssible, 
witho ut netting the who le mo nnd, to 
catch the yo ung o nes, fo r tke mo ­ 
ment they burst the egg they scrape 
their way o ut o f the sand and dis­ 
appear in the w rub like a flash o ' 
lightning. 
I think little is kno wn o f their ha­ 
bits, fo r I believe the* Jo no t breed 
in co nfinement, but I was lucky in 
stumbling upo n a nest o nce, whilst; 
wandering 
thro ugh the scrub in 
search o f a pnrticn!nr butterfly. 
Having no thing better to do , I sat 
do wn and watched it, nnd saw fo ur 
o r five o f the little things co me wrig- 
{ 
fling o ut and dive into t lies*rub, be- 
ng lo st to sight in an instant. Al­ 
tho ugh I remained there a t least 
three ho urs and perfectly mo tio nless. 
I saw no sign o f the o ld birds, so 
th at I imagine th at the little things 
must have instinct eno ugh to cater 
ro r themselves. 


A S te e r in th e H o use, 
A dro ve o f Texas cattle were bein^ 
driven acro ss the railro ad tracks 
near the Martell ho use. One o f the 
dro ve, a large steer, became separa­ 
ted fro m the o thers and ran do wn the 
tracks into the Yandaliayards. Be

LAID AT REST. 


Simple. Hut Impressive Service Over 
the Remains of the Late Secre­ 
tary Windom. 


I'he Remains Followed to the Grave 
by Many Prominent Men of the 
Country. 


W ashing tcs , Feb. .3—T he natio nal cap ­ 
ital was truly a city o f m o urning to-day 
The ex ecutive dep artm ents and th e ir va­ 
rious branches were closed all day. and 
cong ress did no t assem ble until 2 o ’clock in 
th e alternoon. 
T he flag s 011 the W hite H ouse and all 
o th er p ublic b uilding s were displayed at 
h all m ast, and so were those of th e hotels 
and o th er business establishm ents th ro ug h 
out th e city, and the larg e g ranite colum ns 
of the four ironts o f th e treasury depart 
m ent w ere heavily draped in black. 
These honors were paid to the m em ory o f 
th e late Secretary W indom , w ho was strick ­ 
en dow n in the lull tide of his usefulness 
on th e 29tli uit., and whose rem ains were 
com m itted to th eir last resting place to-day. 
The navy dep artm ent and th e departm ent 
o f justice were also dra¡>©d in m o urning in 
m em ory of o th er disting uished m en w ho 
bad been h ig h in th e councils of th e na ­ 
tion. 
T he crape 
011 the navy dep artm ent 
was in h o no r o f ex -Secretary Bancroft, and 
th e black bunting on th e dep artm ent of 
justice in h o no r o f ex -A ttorney G eneral 
Devens. 
T hey served, how ever, to add to 
th e g enerally solem n and funereal aspect ol 
th is city to-day 011 th e occasion o f the o b ­ 
seq uies of Secretary W indom . 
T here was an a ir of g enuine and universal 
m o urning th ro ug h o ut th e w hole city, and 
th e streets in th e vicinity of th e church 
w here th e last iites were perform ed and 
along th e ro ute taken by the iuneral p ro ­ 
cession were crow ded w ith m en, w om en 
and children, w ho stood in respectful si- 
lince, m any o f them w ith bared heads, 
AS THE MOURNFUL CORTEGE PASSED. 
T he funeral was sim ple in character and 
w ith o ut th e least attem p t at display or os­ 
tentatio n. 
T he o nly sem blance to m ilitary 
h onors was in th e presence ol six teen m em ­ 
bers of th e treasury branch of th e national 
g uard o f the district, 
'ih ey acted as body 
bearers and m arched beside the hearse 
011 
its jo urney to the cem etery. 
They w ore the 
reg ulation uni/b rni and were in com m and 
o f Lieut. R ichard M oore, of th e treasurer’s 
office. 
T here never was, how ever, a larg er 
p urely civic funeral in th e city o f W ashing ­ 
ton, and it strik ing ly evidenced the people’s 
g reat love and esteem for the dead states­ 
m an. 
It was th e intentio n o f th e fam ily th a t the 
services sh o uld be public, but th is was 
abandoned, ow ing to the necessity ol m a k ­ 
ing provision for th e larg e official repre­ 
sentation. 
T he ch urch was surro unded by 
an im m ense crow d. 
It was nearly 12 o ’clock w hen th e funeral 
p arty arrived a t the ch urch . 
T he entire 
cong reg ation arose to receive it, and the or­ 
g an pealed forth th e low notes o f a solem n 
dirg e as th e sad procession m ade its way 
to th e altar, led by the m inister, Dr. H a m ­ 
lin, into ning the im pressive w ords beg in­ 
ning , “ 1 am th e resurrection and the life.” 
etc. 
F ollo w ing him closely cam e th e h o no r­ 
ary pall bearers in the lollow ing order: 
Secretary B laine and Secretaiv Proctor, 
A ttorney G eneral M iller and Postm aster 
G eneral W ai am aker; Secretary Noble and 
Secretary Tracy, w ith Secretary Rusk last. 
T hen cam e 
THE BJ ARERS OF T1IE REMAINS, 
and th e m em bers o f the fam ily. 
Ju st be­ 
h ind them were President and Mrs. H a rri­ 
son, Mr. and Mrs. R ussell H arrison, Mr. 
H alio rd and Mrs. D im m ick, Vice Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. M orton, Mrs. G artield and 
fam ily and ttie oilier persons w ho had ac­ 
com panied th e rem ains lrorn the house. 
These were assig ned trout pews in the m ain 
body ot the church. 
Just behind them 
w ere th e m em bers o f the suprem e court 
and dip lo m a tic corps. 
T he cong ressional 
deleg ation occupied seats to the rig h t of the 
chancel. 
Dr. H am lin then 
review ed 
th e dead 
statesm an’s life, p o rtraying how, w hile till­ 
ing th e larm . W illiam W indom ’s am bition 
led him to cliale under th e narrow bounds 
w hich restricted him and how he ultim ate­ 
ly espoused th e profession of the law.

A lter the task et had been low ered the 
w eeping m o th er and her c h ildren stepped 
to the side o: the g rave, took th eir last look 
upon th e violet-laden casket, ttien turned 
aw ay.

When Aaron Burr was in En glan d 
the Span ish min ister aaked for his 
expatriation the groun d that he bad 
been guilty of un d ertakin g an expe­ 
d ition again st the Span ish-American 
colon ies. 
British authorities were 
boun d to take n otice ot this d eman d 
an d to give d ue con sid eration to the 
in tern ation al question in volved by 
the course of the Span ish ambassa­ 
d or. The d iplomatic relation s of the 
three great powers, 
the 
Un ited 
States, Spain an d Great Britain , 
were to some exten t in volved . Mr. 
Burr was summon ed to appear, an d 
was given an opportun ity of makin g 
his own d efen se. He bold ly d eclared 
an d claimed his right as a British 
subject un d er Magn a t'harta to re­ 
main un molested in the coun try to 
which he owed allegian ce—that he 
was en titled to protection by virtue 
of his birth un d er the British gov­ 
ern men t lon g before the in d epen d ­ 
en ce of America, an d that Great 
Britain could n ot refuse to recogn ize 
the right of un y subject born within 
the realm of its colon ies. Man y law­ 
y ers were con sulted on the subject, 
an d after very full con sid eration it I 
was d etermin e« ! that the position 
taken bv Mr. Burr was the correct 
on e un d er the En glish laws. The 1 j 
s\fIT H 
n egotiation s ceased , an d the Span ­ 
ish ambassad or had the mortifica­ 
tion of witn essin g the tolerated pres­ 
en ce of Aaron Burr in Lon d on , re­ 
cogn ized as a subject of Great Brit­ 
ain an d at the same time a citizen of 
the Un ited States of America.

A u stralian Turkey, 
The scrub turkey of 
Australia 
seems to differ almost as widely 
from the bird of the poultry yard as 
do the Cupe Cod and sage brush 
varieties. Some of its strange bab­ 
bits are described by the author of 
“My Wife and I in 
Queensland.” 
Its habitat is in the thickest scrubs, 
where it is hard to get at. In ap­ 
pearance it much resembles the En­ 
glish hen-turkey, though consider­ 
ably smaller. 
The most 
extraordinary thing 
about these birds is their nest, which 
is a circular mound of earth from 
three to four feet in height, and ten 
or fifteen feet in diameter. 
This 
must be the headquarters of a whole 
colony, for, large as it seems, the 
the mound is at certain seasons Sul I 
of eggs. These are of an enormous 
size compared with that of the bird. 
They are covered carefully with sand, 
and hatched, as I suppose, by heat; al­ 
though in the dense scrubs of North­ 
ern Queensland, where I have found 
the nests, not one ray of sun could 
penetrate to them. 
“However hatched, it is impossible, 
without netting the whole monud, to 
catch the young ones, for tke mo­ 
ment they burst the egg they scrape 
their way out of the sand and dis­ 
appear in the scrub like a flash o' 
lightning. 
I think little is knowr. of their ha­ 
bits, for I believe the* do not breed 
in confinement, but 1 was lucky in 
stumbling upon a nesi once, whilst 
i wandering 
through the scrub in 
search of a particular butterfly. 
Having nothing better to do, I sat 
down and watched it, and saw four 
or five of the httle things come wrig­ 
gling out and dive into the scrub, be­ 
ing lost to sight in an instant. Al­ 
though I remained there at least 
three hours and perfectly motionless. 
I saw’ no sign of the old birds, so 
that I imagine that the little things 
must have instinct enough to cater 
‘or themselves.

P aris, Feb. 4.—Michel Eyraud, the m ur­ 
derer of Go uffe, was executed at 7:20 o’clock 
this m orning on the Place de la Bouquet. 
E yraud m et his fate w ith fortitude and res­ 
ignation. 
W hen Governor of the Prison La Ro- 
quette and the prison chaplain, 1’Abbe 
Faure, were ushered into E yraud’s cell a 
short tim e previous to the liour fixed for 
the condem ned m an’s execution they found 
th at he was already up and dressed, evi­ 
dently forewarned contrary to the rules by 
som e kind-hearted official. 
Eyraud declined a glass ol cognac which 
was offered him by one of the wardens, 
and in spite of the earnest solicitations of 
l’Abbe 
F aure 
the m urderer positively, 
even angrily, refused to listen to the good 
priest’s prayers, to pray him self or to have 
any religious rites nerform ed in his behalf. 
E yraud continued to im patiently reluse re­ 
ligious consolation w hile on the death 
m arch to the guillotine. 
W hen pinioned and on the point of being 
overturned tqion the bascule o f the guillo­ 
tine, the plank which was to glide with 
him between the fatally descending knife, 
E yraud m ade a m ovem ent a s if of angry 
contem pt or sullen resentm ent, and re used 
to return the last kiss bestowed upon him by 
1’Abbe Faure as custom ary in the face of 
crim inals upon the point of being executed. 
The representative ot the proeureur tie la 
republique asked Eyraud if he had any state 
m ent to m ake before being escorted on his 
way to the guillotine, hut the m urderer re­ 
plied in the negative. 
L'Abbe Faure then approached the guilty 
m an and offered to receive and convey to 
E yraud’s wife ami daughter any messages 
w hich he m ight wish taken to them . 
To 
this kind offer 
E yraud replied. 
“ Tell 
them th at 1 bid them adieu and hope th at 
they may be happy.” Eyraud w alked with 
the chief warden and his jailer into the 
dressing room and sal down while Dei bier 
pinioned him . 
E yraud turned to the gov­ 
ernor and said: “ Alight 1 reque>t th at mv 
body should not be given to Hie surgeons.1’ 
To this request 1’Abbe Faure replied: 
“ Y our body will be given to y our fam ily.” 
E yraud. gazing at the face* around h im , ex­ 
claim ed: 
“Coustans. m inister ot the in­ 
terior, was right.

Before he could com plete the sentence the 
executioners seized the m urderer and threw 
him upon the inclined plank oi the guillo­ 
tine.

House tlies frequent the inside 
of our windows, buzzing sluggishly in aud 
out of the room . 
But w hat 
different 
creatures are they when they accom pany 
your horse on a hot sum m er's day.

swarm of these little 
pests 
keep

tinaciously on w ing about the horse’s ears; 
quicken the pace uj» to ten or twelve miles 
an hour, still they are there; let a gust ol 
wind arise and carry them backward and 
behind, the breeze having dropped, their 
speed is redoubled, and they return to their 
post of annoyance to Ihe poor horse even 
when urged to its .attest pace, says ihe New 
York Ledger.

by the deputy m arshals and brought be'orc 
the commissioners, where, after a hearing, 
they are bound over to court, often becom­ 
ing bail for each other, and appearing be­ 
fore the court as defendants, witnesses and 
bail. 
They come up in batches, the report 
says, and a to n e tim e in the State of A la­ 
bam a eighty-nine men Horn Marion county

Tingle, o f the N orth A m eri­ 
can Commercial company, exhibiting tile 
i i um ber of seals taken for various purposes, 
the condition of the native population of 
the seal islands and other items of im port­ 
ance. 
Agent Nettleton refers to the deplorable 
condition of the seal grounds at St. Paul, 
and says that the driving and redriving 
from all of the hauling grounds by the 
lessees during the season in the efforts to 
obtain their quota and the meager results 
attained, tell in strong language the sad 
story ot the very near approach of the en­ 
tire destruction’of seal life upon the island. 
Agent Golf also sneaks at length of the 
dim inution of the sea! catch, and says that 
tire m any preying evils upon seal lite—the 
killing ot seals at sea and in the passes by 
pirates and indiscrim inate slaughter upon 
tlie islands—reduced the rookeries to their 
present im poverished condition. 
Ile rec­ 
omm ends absolute protection and says: 
There should be no killing of seals for their 
skins on the Islands or in the waters of Behring 
sea for en indefinite number of years to tai 
im ii ted by the secretary of the treasury, and let 
nature take her course in replenishing the rook­ 
eries. Ttie means ot subsistence OI the natives 
have been totally destroyed, and their future is 
only what the charity of the government will 
make It, aa there is absolutely nothing here 
upon which they can depend tor a livelihood un­ 
til the much-wished-for return of seals takes 
place—an event too lur in the future to give even 
a promise of better times to these unfortunate 
Jieople.

ceptacle of fresh water, where there were 
also se Vera arbors of ivy and vines set iii 
hogshead* of 
earth, 
whore roots were 
watered in like m anner as tilt* plant*.”

from the description of the -.Hip gives but a 
faint idea of it* glories. There were cab­

Hut Impressive Service Over 
the Remains of the kite Secre­ 
tary Windom. 


fhe Remains Followed to the Grave 
by Many Prominent Men of the 
Country, 


W a s h i n g t o n , Feb. .3—The national cap­ 
ital was truly a city of m ourning to-day. 
The executive departm ents and their va­ 
rious branches were closed all day, and 
congress did not assemble until 2 o’clock in 
the alternoon. 
The flags on the W hite House and all 
other public buildings were displayed at 
halt mast, and so were those of the hotels 
ami other business establishm ents through­ 
out the city, and the large granite colum ns 
of the four ironts of the treasury depart­ 
m ent were heavily draped in black. 
These honors were paid to the m em ory of 
th e late Secretary W indom , who was strick­ 
en down in the lull tide of his uselulness 
on the 29th ult., and whose rem ains were 
com m itted to their last resting place to-day. 
The navy departm ent and the departm ent 
of justice were also draped in m ourning in 
m em ory of other distinguished m en w ho 
bad been high in the councils of the n a­ 
tion. 
The crape on the navy departm ent 
was in honor of ex-Secretary Bancroft, and 
the black bunting on the departm ent of 
justice in honor of ex-A ttorney General 
Devens. 
They served, however, to add to 
the generally solem n and funereal aspect of 
this city to-day on the occasion of the ob­ 
sequies of Secretary W indom . 
There was an air of genuine and universal 
m ourning throughout the whole city, and 
the streets in the vicinity of the church 
where the last iites were perform ed and 
along the route taken by the iuneral pro­ 
cession were crowded with men, women 
and children, who stood in respectful si- 
linee, m any of them with bared heads, 
AS THE MOURNFUL CORTEGE PASSED. 
The funeral was sim ple in character and 
w ithout the least attem pt at display or os­ 
tentation. T he Only sem blance to m ilitary 
honors was in the presence ol sixteen m em ­ 
bers of the treasury branch of tlie national 
guard of the district, 
'ihey acted as body 
bearers and m arched beside the hearse on 
its journey to the cemetery. 
They wore the 
regulation uniform and were in com m and 
of Lieut. R ichard Moore, of the treasurer’s 
office. 
There never was, however, a larger 
purely civic funeral in the city of W ashing­ 
ton, and it strikingly evidenced the people’s 
great love and esteem for the dead states­ 
m an. 
It was the intention of the fam ily th at the 
services should be public, but this was 
abandoned, owing to the necessity oi m ak­ 
ing provision for the large official repre­ 
sentation. 
The church was surrounded by 
an im m ense crowd. 
It was nearly 12 o’clock when the funeral 
party arrived at the church. 
The entire 
congregation arose to receive it, and the or­ 
gan pealed forth the low notes of a solemn 
dirge as tlie sad procession m ade its way 
to th e altar, led by the minister, Dr. H am ­ 
lin, intoning tlie im pressive words begin­ 
ning, T am the resurrection and the life.” 
etc. 
Follow ing him closely came the honor­ 
ary pall bearers in the lollow ing order: 
Secretary Blaine and Secret at v Proctor, 
A ttorney General M iller and Postm aster 
G eneral W anam aker; Secretary Noble and 
Secretary Tracy, w ith Secretary Rusk last. 
Then came 
THE BEARERS OF THE REMAINS, 
and the m em bers of the family. 
Just be­ 
hind them were President and Mrs. H arri­ 
son, Mr. and Mrs. Russell H arrison, Mr. 
lla ilo rd a n d Mrs. D im m ick, Vice Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Morton, Mrs. Garfield and 
fam ily a n d the other persons who had ac­ 
com panied the rem ains from the house. 
These were assigned front pews in the m ain 
body of the church. 
Just behind them 
were the m em bers of the suprem e court 
and diplom atic corps. 
The congressional 
delegation occupied seats to the right of the 
chancel. 
Dr. H am lin then 
reviewed the dead 
. statesm an’s life, portraying how, w hile till­ 
ing the farm . W illiam W indom ’s am bition 
led him to chale under the narrow bounds 
w hich restricted him and how he ultim ate­ 
ly espoused the profession of the law. 
He 
traced Mr. W indom ’s course through the 
house and senate, paving enlogium s to his 
ability both as a senator and a representa­ 
tive. 
In both these high positions his 
quick perception, strong logic and unfail­ 
ing industry ensured success. 
Mr. W in­ 
dom in each body, prom ptly distinguished 
him self by his notable services on com m it­ 
tees and by his m arked ability on the floor.

The services at tiie grave were brief but 
impressive. 
Follow ing the casket, w hich 
had been carried to tlie side of the open 
grave, came the m em bers of the cabinet, 
two by two. and alter them Mrs. W indom . 
leaning heavily on the arm of her son. 
Then cam e the two daughters, and fol­ 
low ing them the other relations and friends. 
Mrs. McKee, on the arm of the president. 
Secretary H alford and other m em bers of

A lter the ca*ket had been lowered the 
w e e p i n g m other and her children stepped 
’ to the side of the grave, took their last look 
upon the violet-laden casket, then turned 
away.

spasm of the glottis, which is a terri­ 
ble thing in children, and also in 
whooping cough, it is possible to af­ 
ford relief by tbrowing cold water on 
the feet, or by tickling the soles of the 
feet, which produces laughter, and at 
the same time goes to the matter that 
is producing the spasm, and arrests 
it almost at once. 
I would not say 
that we can always prevent rough by j 
our will; but in many instances these i 
things are possible, and if you remem- j 
ber that in bronchitis and pneumonia, 
orany acute affection of the lungs, 
hacking or coughing greatly increases 
the trouble ut times, you can easily 
see how important it is for the patient 
to try to avoid coughing as best he 
can.

The First Typew riter. 
I saw a few days ago a model of the 
fret writing machine made in this 
;ountry. It was patented in 1843 by 
a man flamed Charles Thurber, of 
Massachusetts, and is a real!}’ amus­ 
ing affair in its very clumsiness. Itcon- 
sists of a wheel about a foot in diame­ 
ter which turns horizontally upon a 
central pivot; the rim of the wheel is 
bored with twenty-five holes, in each 
one of which is a rod-bearing at the 
top a glass letter and at the bottom 
a similiar letter of steel. The paper 
sheet is so arranged that the line to 
be printed is under the rim of this 
wheel, and the letter wan tell is swung 
into place by turning the wheel; when 
in place a rod bearing it is depressed 
until the steel letter or type touches 
the paper. I should say that even 
the fastest operator could not write 
more than half as fast as a man with 
a pen. Yet it was a writing machine, 
and Thurber succeeded in getting 
people to invest $15,000 in this curi­ 
ous device. At present there are no 
less than forty-seven different kinds of 
typewriters made and sold in this 
country, and in New York City alone 
there are said to be more than three 
thousand expert operators making a 
living by 
type-writing.—From

Er.gllsh Law. 
When Aaron Burr was in England 
tho Spanish minister asked for hia 
expatriation the ground that he bad 
been guilty of undertaking an expe­ 
dition against the Spanish-American 
colonies. 
British authorities were 
bound to take notice ot this demand 
and to give due consideration to the 
international question involved by 
the course of the Spanish ambassa­ 
dor. The diplomatic relations of the 
three great powers, 
the 
United 
States. Spain and Great Britain, 
were to some extent involved. Mr. 
Burr was summoned to appear, and 
was given an opportunity of making 
his own defense. Ho boldly declared 
and claimed his right as a British 
subject under Magna Charta to re­ 
main unmolested in the country to 
which he owed allegiance—that he 
was entitled to protection by virtue 
of his birth under the British gov­ 
ernment long before the independ­ 
ence of America, and that Great 
Britain could not refuse to recognize 
the right of any subject born within 
the realm of its colonies. Many law­ 
yers were consulted on the subject, 
and after very full consideration it 
was determined that the position 
taken by Mr. Burr was the correct 
one under the English laws. The 
negotiations ceased, and the Span­ 
ish ambassador had the mortifica­ 
tion of witnessing the tolerated pres­ 
ence of Aaron Burr in London, re­ 
cognized as a subject of Great Brit­ 
ain and at the same time a citizen of 
the United States of America.

These were not for wear, but for dis­ 
tribution as souvenirs of the m ar­ 
riage. In ruder tim«*s, and even still 
in less exalted ranks of life, the bride's 
garter was and is a kind of perquisite 
lor the bridesmaids, to be cut up and 
shared among them to bring each 
young lady good fortune. In Ger­ 
many each bride of the Hohenzollern* 
gives a garter to be laid up in the 
museum at Berlin. The collection is 
beautiful and curious, some fifty or 
sixty in number, from the homeliest 
in quality to the richest embroidery 
on silk and dazzling with jewels. The 
thirteenth pair of Princess Sophie’s 
are of pale blue silk ar.d clasped with 
large diamond bucklers. These are 
the historical garters sent back to 
her own country after the ceremony. 
Of the remaining twelve it is under­ 
stood that she gav^ one to the reign­ 
ing sovereign, and the other eleven 
to the Greek nobles of high rank who 
attended the bridegroom to the altar. 
Ail the thirteen pairs of garters have
